Liquor Act Will 
Be In Effect 
This Week End 


VENDORS STORES IN OPERATION 
IN CITIES IMMEDIATELY AFT- 
ERWARDS — PERMITS AVAIL- 
ABLE AT VENDORS'—EXPRESS 
PREPAID ON SHIPMENTS. 


Alberta’s liquor control act will 
come into force on or about Saturday, 
it was announced by Commissioner R. 
J. Dinning last night. 

Vendors’ stores in Edmonton. and 
Calgary will be in operation immed- 
iately the act comes into force. 

_ The board will complete the estab- 
lishment of stores at other pointe 

hin the province’ at the earliest 
possible date, it was announced, and 
expects to have all the stores in oper- 
ation soon. 

“The Board has been advised that 
the advertisements for becr licenses 
now appearing in the press are prema- 
ture,” said Commissioner Dinning. 
“Only such advertisements publishea 
after the act has been proclaimed in 
force are legal.” Arrangements have 
been completed with the brewers for 
the sale and delivery of beer. 

“Upon the act coming into force 
permits under the act will be obtain- 
able from all vendors. Spirits and 
wines obtained from the vendors’ 
stores at Calgary and Edmonton will 
be shipped to the permit holders b 
es pg at the expense of the board. 
Price lists have been prepared and 
will be available when the permits are 
issued.”

A Fieudly Note Of Wachiag 


* 
When a man occupying the important and high office of Lieuténant-Gov- 
ernor of a Province feels it incumbent on him to lift his voice in public pro- 
test against the selfish attitude of people in Eastern Canada regarding mat- 


ters of vital concern to the prosperity and development of the Provinces of 

Western Canada, it is time for those same Eastern people and interests to 

awaken to the fact that they are playing a nationally dangerous game. 
Lieutenant-Governor Brett, of Alberta, is not a man to speak hastily or 


without giving due consideration to the effect any statement from a man in 
his position may have. He is a highly trained professional man, fbsolutely 
impartial, strictly non-partizan in a ‘politieal sense, and intensely loyal to 
Canadian ideals and institutions. Yet on the occasion of a recent visit to 


Ontario he was, to use his own words, “goaded to exasperation” over tha 
attitude assumed by Eastern people towards the West and its needs and prob- 
lems to such an extent that he. made known his mind in a newspaper inter- 
view in the course of which he asked the very pertinent question: “If a bar- 


rier was placed at Fort William, what would happen to all the Eastern in- 
dusiries” 3 
Answering his own question, Dr. Brett declared they would be ruined, 
Yet Eastern d4nterests go on blindly, and with a self-sufficiency amounting 
to smugness, declaring to the world and convincing themselves that they owe 
nothing to the West; that on the contrary, it is the Bast fhat has made and 
developed the: West, and that his section of the Dominion is heavily in debt 
to them. 


When a man in Dr. Brett's position even so much as hints in a published 
interview at the possible effects of cutting the Dominion in two'‘at the head of 
the lakes, and follows that up by calling ppon the people of the west to real- 
ize. the absolute importance of “continuing to hammer away until they have a 
rea) voice in their own affairs,” it is, we repeat, time for the East to give heed 


to the state of feeling they are. themselves engendering in this Western |. 


country. 

We do not believe there is more than a mere handful of people in Canada 
who would like to see the Dominion divided into two separate and distinct 
British commonwealths, east and west. At the same time there are unques- 
tionably thousands who believe that economically Western Canada would be 
much better off, and decidedly more prosperous, if it was relieved from the 
handicaps imposed upon it through Eastern selfishness and self-interest. 

The West demands the completion of the Hudson Bay railway. Every 
political party in Canada has approved its construction ‘and pledged them- 
salves to it. Yet the financial, transportation and commercial interests of 
Montreal, Toronto, Quebec and the Maritime Province seaports have been 
successful in denying this much needed outlet to the West.’ “ 

The West stands badly in need of branch lines of railway without 
tens of thousands of settlers are struggling to eke out an existence, 
branch lines are likewise essential as feeders to the great transcontinental 
lines of our National railways, but Eastern interests opposed to Government 
ownership have thus far succeeded in blocking construction. . 

The East. declares it cannot survive wnless its manufacturing industries 
are bolstered up by high tariff protection imposed on the whole Dominion.

Fifty Below Zero Encountered at 
Height of 28,411 Feet 

Lieutenant Harold R. Harris, of Mc- 
Cook Field, established a new -unoffl- 
cial altitude record for airplanes 
carrying a load of 651 pounds, when 
the flight was made with little prepar- 
ation in comparison with prévious un- 
successful. attempts.. Instruments in 
the plane showed that a height of 28, 
411 feet had been reached and little 
change from this is expected on final 
calibpation. 

The former record was held by Ad- 
jutant Bury and was established on 
Bourget, Farnce, June 11, 1923, when 
a height of 27,768 feet was attained.

ie the appointment of officials 

to administer the new liquor 
act it is quite evident that the 
provincial government is leaving 
the matter entirely in the hands 
of Commissioner Dinning. Jn 
this the government is acting 
very wisely and by doing so they 
are setting precedent which it 
would be well for other govern- 
ments and parties to follow. 

Commissions and commission- 
ers have been appointed by other 
party governments in the past. 
The reason given for such ap- 
pointments was that the matter 
under their control might be tak- 
en out of politics. Yet when 
these commissions or commis- 
sioners were appointed they 
were chosen from men promin- 
ent in the ranks of the party in 
power. Then when the time 
came for the selection of officals 
to act under such commissions 
these selections were almost in- 
variably made from among the 
faithful in the ranks of the party 
appointing the commission, with 
the result that the business for 
which he commission was ap- 
pointed was not taken out of pol- 
itics. The ultimate result of thir 
was that the best men for the 
positions were not always select- 
©d, nor was the business conduct- 
ed in the most satisfactory man- 
ner. 

So far as the liquor appoint- 
‘ments to date are concerned 
there has been no attmpt made 
to secure positions. for friends 
of the government. Indeed many 
of the selections made have been 
from: among men who were 
stronely opposed to the. present 

. administration, and so far as we 
can gather they are all well suit- 
ed for the positions. . .

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The Second Fortnightly Crop Report 


Issued by Department of Agriculture, Government of Alberta, 


Edmonton. 


Saturday, May Srd, 1924, 


Advent of warm spring weather has 
sastened activity upon the land in Al- 
berta, and operations aré.- general. 
seeding of wheat in the southern dis- 
ricts of the provirice is about 50 per 
sent. completed, with 60 to 70 per cent 
ione in some localities, while in the 
ventral and northern districts seeding 
is well under way. In a few places in 
southern Alberta the new wheat is re 
ported already above ground. Some 

eeding of oats has also been done in 
the south. 

Moisture conditions for the most 
part are favorable, but in south-east- 
ern localities the soil is very dry ana 
more moisture is needed for satisfact- 
ory germination. This condition doer 
not exist, however, over a very wide- 
spread area. ' Slight rains have fallen 
during the past week in the Medicine 
Hat area, and heavier rains towards 
Lethbridge and along the foothil; 
areas. No fresh precipitation in the 
central and northern areas has beer 
recorded. since, the last report. 

Indications are that there will be x 
slightly increased acreage in wheat 
this- season, most districts reporting

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Corn is this year finding an in- 
creased use as a substitute for part of 
the summerfallow and in view of its 
growing importance, the ‘following 
‘uggestions, based on several years 
experimental work at the Exper!ment- 
al Farm, Indian Head, may be founa 
useful: 


If .possible, barnyard manure—pre- 
ferably .rotted—should be ploughed 
under, as the first step in preparation 
for growing the crop. *With rottea 
manure there is much less danger of a 
heavy growth of weeds than would be 
likely if unrotted manure were ucea 
Following the ploughing, sufficient 
cultivation should be given to make # 
suitable seed bed for the germination 
of weed seeds. The more weeds that 
cangbe killed before the corn is plant- 
ed, the less labour will be necessary 
after the crop is up.. By the time 
wheat seeding is completed, and prob, 
ably the other spring grains, as well 
there will be a growth of weeds on ‘he 
corn ground and these should be killed 
by thorough cultivation, the comple- 
tion of which will usually coincide 
with the time.to plant the corn. 

Corn should be planted about the 
middle of May, although, in most sea- 
sons, fairly good crops will be secured 
from any planting up until the end of 
the month. The method of planting 
will depend on the weediness of the 
farm. Where the ground is dirty the 
checkrow system of planting in hills 
will be as it allows for cross cu'- 
tivation. The corn planter is practic- 
ally a necessity where check-rowing ir 
Jone.

The Kind of Feed Necessary For 
Maximum Egg Production 

For maximum eee production (i is 
necessary that hens should be fed in 
the right way Even with a ration 
in which the feeds are in the righ 
proportion a high egg yield will no 
be obtained if the ration is not 
in the right quantity and at the righ 
time The most profitable flocks are 
almost invariably those whose owners 
give some attention to the detai 
proper feeding

When 
hens can be allowed to range, es 
pecially during the spring and sum 
mer months, they-obtain a variety of 
feeds’ for themselves. During the 
winter, however, when there fs littl 
to.be picked up, care must be taken 
to supply everything needed. — Lf hens 
are kept in ¢onfinement, It is, of 
course, necessary to supply a complete 
ration at all times. 

The serateh feed should contain. at 
least two, and prvferably three, grains 
Otten these can all be home-grown 
Where corn is the coniimon grain,-it 
should be used freely in the seratch 
feed... Under normal price conditions 
it may make up from. one-half to. two 
thirds of the scfatch grain. mixture.“ 
If more than this.is fed the hens may 
get over fat and become ¢gariy sus- 
ceptible to the germs of colds, croup 
and chicken pox. As a result egg 
production will be lowered and the ° 
3 will not hatch well. 

Wheat is well liked by fowls and 
may form a part of every seratch 
teed.” » Jn feeding value ft ts apa: 
mately equal to corn, pound for pound. 
When it is low in price ft may be fed 
up to one- half of the total grain allow: 
ance, - When relatively expensive, tt — 
may be reduced to a fifth or eyen less. 

It heayy oats can be secured, they 
may be included in the ‘seratch feed, 
for the oat kernel is an excellent food. 
It should be remembered, however, 
that the hull is mostly crude fibre, of 
which hens can make practically ‘po 
use.

Wearing Militaty Uniforms 

Unauthorized Persons Who 
Military Clothing Will 
Prosecuted 

Prosecutions have been instituted 
by thé Department of National De- 
fence against unauthorized persons 
wearing military uniforms and cloth- 
ing. During the past four yearg 
there has. been angannual loss of the 
department amounting to tens of thou- 
sands of dollars, due to military uni- 
forms and clothing issued to the per- 
sonnel of the non-permanent active 
militia: being worn by them: in lieu 
of civilian clothing. Although such 
losses. are borne largely by. the de- 
partment, officers commanding units 
must bear a portion of the cost of the 
missing articles, 

If these losses continue to occur it 
will be necessary to take some dras- 
tic action under the provisions of the 


Wear 
Be 


criminal code in order to protect the} 


treasury and relieve commanding offi- 
cers of this undué financial hardship, 
according to officials of the Depart- 
ment of National Defence. 

The unauthorized wearing of parts 
of uniforms has become widespread, 
due largely to the quantities of sur- 
plus English military clothing being 
sold by dealers in Canada. A recent 
warning issued by the department in 
thig matter -has. brought 
complaints from all parts of the coun- 
try. It is pointed out by officials that 
contrary to the current impression, 
there has been no-extension of the 
provisions of the criminal code, and 
the department merely draws atten- 
tion of the public to laws that have 
been in existence for a number of 
years, 


Botanist Makes New Discovery 


Coughing Plant In Tropics Has Dis- 
like, For Dust 

Not satisfied with finding trees with 
plants that trap living 
things and feed on them and other 
wonders, a botanist, has now discoy- 
ered a plant that coughs, This is a 
certain bean that grows in the tropli- 
eal regions. The coughing plant is a 
very cranky member of the vegetable 
kingdom and has a great dislike for 
dust. As soon as a few grains of it 
gather on its leaves, the alr chambers 
that cover. the face of the leaves and 
are the breathing organs of the plant 
become filled with gas and swell un- 
til, with a slight explosion and a 
sound that resembles a human cough, 
the gas is expelled and blows away 
the troublesome dust.
